“Deadline” on Operators 
Licenses Is February 28 


Motorists are reminded by the 
Keystone Automobile club that the 
’’deadline” for 1930 operators’ li­ 
censes is midnight of February 28. 
“Although the renewal applica­ 
tions have been in the hands of the 
state’s 2,225,000 drivers since early 
In January,” says a club bulletin, 
“only a small number of operators 
have thus far applied for the 1931 
licenses. 
-"We are advised by the bureau of 
motor vehicles that a check-up of 
motorists will be made beginning 
March I, and that prosecutions will 
be instituted against those who can­ 
not show the current year’s license. 
"Incidentally, it is well for motor­ 
ists to understand 
that licenses 
must be signed. Many drivers are 
in the habit of carrying unsigned 
cards, and while they may ‘get away 
with it,' they are, nevertheless, sub­ 


jecting themselves to possible em­ 
barrassment in event they are call­ 
ed upon by police officers to display 
their credentials. 
"The vehicle code provides that 
cards must be signed in Ink; that 
they must be In the owners’ imme­ 
diate possession at all times while 
operating motor vehicles, and that 
violation of any of the provisions 
of the act is punishable by a fine 
of five dollars and costs of prose­ 
cution, or three days’ imprisonment 
in default of payment.

The average daily 
receipts of the bridge mounted from 
$6673.38 in 1927, the first year of 
operation, to 19647.82 in 1930. Total 
receipts during the first year* were 
$2,435,784.40. and 8,593,201 vehicles 
used the bridge. Last year 12,235.359 
vehicles crossed the span. 
Tile Delaware river bridge Joint 
commission, in submitting its report 
to the legislature Monday, recalled 
that prior to the opening of the 
bridge estimates were made the net 
revenue would not exceed $3,000,000 
before 1936, and expressed its grati­ 
fication that the mark was reached 
six years earlier than had been an­ 
ticipated.
